Instead they 
called for “early ratification” 
by all the allies before any new 
conferences with Russia. 


They declared themselves 
against “improvised debates in- 
tended mainly for propaganda,” 
an obvious slap at Moscow, but 
expressed willingness to join in 
“adequately prepared negotia- 
tiofis” in good faith,

The Molotov move came in 
Moscow where the Foreign Of- 
fice made public an interview 
by him suggesting that Russia 
would be willing to delay the 
European security conference it 
has’ proposed for Nov. 29 if the 
Western powers would delay 
ratification of thé new Western 
European Union treaties.

NEW YORK, Nov. 20 (AP)— 
The United States Tax Court has 
ruled that recipients of fellow- 
ships from foundations and 
philanthropies do not have to 
pay income taxes from such 
grants. 

‘In a decision affecting 32,000 
foundations, the court said the 
grants are gifts and therefore 
not taxable. 

The decision was handed 
down by the 16-member court 
Wednesday but the ruling was 
not disclosed until yesterday.

Desai told hewsmen the Viet- 
minh said they are pre 
grant exit permits to 
Diem Catholics, 
through a conspiracy aimed at 
embarrassing the Communist 
leaders few are appearing to ask 
for them. The nature of the 
conspiracy was not explained. 

The chairman added he was 
confident that when mixed free- 
dom teams starting working in 
all areas the major difficulties 
surrounding the movement of 
refugees will be removed. 

The delayed Hanoi dispatch 
gave this information:

LARENCE B. RANDALL, as 
chairman of the board of the In- 
land Steel Co., had a reputation 
as ‘‘the most articulate American 
business man;’’ but as chairman of 
the Commission on Foreign Economic 
Policy he was not articulate enough in 
trying to sell the commission’s recom- 
mendations for expansion of world 
trade to assure approval of these pro- 
posals by the incoming Democratic 
Congress. 

The Randall Commission recommenda- 
tions will be one of the most important 
and controversial issues before the new 
Congress. Many persons under the misap- 
prehension that they were mostly for lower 
American tariffs under .a three-year ex- 
tension of the reciprocal trade agreements 
law have thought that the Democratic vic- 
tory-in this month's election cleared the 
way for the commission’s whole report. 

Randall has tried to correct this misap- 
prehension in a brief informative and pro- 
vocative’book called “A Foreign Economic 
Policy for the United States” which gives 
the inquiring reader what he might well 

. have been: given when the commission 
made its ‘report to President Eisenhower 
in March—an understandable summary of 
the commission’s recommendations and 
how they would benefit this country and 
the rest of the free world.

GOVERNMENT officials have found 
that even usually well informed business, 
organized labor and farm leaders are woe- 
fully ignorant or misinformed about the 
White House recommendations.

His thesis, addressed to the high 
tariff men in his own party, is that 
“what was good enough in President 
McKinley’s time just will not do today”

“The world must live even before it can 
become free,” he writes. “The distortions 
that have been imposed upon the economy 
by 40 years of conflict must be removed 
before weary mankind can pursue the good 
life, which is the normal goal for all, 
whether in Chicago or Calcutta. And the 
overwhelming of those distortions is most 
urgently required for the welfare of the 
United States, not only in terms of our 
immediate military security but for the 

physical well-being of our generations to 
come.” ' 

He points out that “we are now both 
the largest exporter of goods and at the 
same time the largest importer” and there- 
fore.any change in our international trade 
and finance will have exaggerated reper- 
eussions in the individual countries with 
which we do business. We are still closing 
the dollar gap between us and many other 
nations by military and economic aid, off- 
shore purchases and occupation costs but, 
he notes, these goods and dollar expendi- 
tures will be greatly diminished in the 
next few years. 

“The world,” he writes, “must soon 
stand on its own feet. It must come off 
the American dole, as it wants to do, 
and earn its own way, as it is deter- 
mined te do.” 

Randall writes and his White House as- 
sociates complain that the original report 
“was not fully understood by some people” 
when it was sent to the President. He says 
one misapprehension was that “a program 
for immediate and drastic across-the-board 
cuts in the level of all tariffs was being 
proposed.

“In all of the heated discussions on this 
highly controversial subject of moving to- 
ward lower restrictions on trade, the man 
who is apt to be forgotten is the consumer. 
Our internal economy and our general 
prosperity at home rest on freedom of 
choice by the buyer, and the full recogni- 
tion of his right to buy in the best market 
and at the lowest price. 

“To limit his right to buy as he pleases 
limits hig freedom. To forbid him to buy 
some product that he desires, or to require 
him to buy an American product at a 
higher price, not. only impinges upon his 
freedom but taxes him for the benefit of 
those to whom he feels no personal obli- 
gation. That he does not explode more 
violently over this process is due to the 
fact that for the most part he does not 
know that he is being thus limited in his 
choice or thug taxed. — 

“Another forgotten man is the worker 
in an American company that sells part of 
its output in the export trade. Immediate 
harm caused by imports is readily iden- 
tifiable; harm caused by faflure to export 
is not. When men are laid off because 
the public is buying a competitive prod- 
uct made abroad the employer gives a 
press interview, his trade association 
passes a resolution demanding a higher 
tariff, and his Congressman makes 4 
speech about it on the floor of the Con- 


ss. 

“When men are laid off because the 
American company’s foreign market has 
dried up for lack of dollar earnings, no 
one tells the public that the community is 
suffering from the imbalance of world 
trade and an unsound foreign economie 
policy. No sign goes on the plant to tell 
the employes that they are out of work 
because the firm's customers live in a 
country that is not allowed to earn the 
dollars with which to buy. Actually a high 
tariff can cause as much American unem- 
ployment as a low tariff is alleged to 
cause; but the effect is so indirect that it 
is hard to trace.” | ¢

Wright advises that when a 
site is to be, selected for your 
house, you should move as far 
away from the city as you can 
and avoid the suburbs.

With a small budget, he points 
out, flat land is the best kind 
of land to build on. A gentle 
slope will make the building 
more interesting and satisfac- 
tory, but any changes of ground 
surface make building much 
more expensive. 

Lighting Comes First. 

The first factor in proper 
lighting is the proper placing 
of the house to the sun, with 
the south side the “living” side. 
As for artificial lighting, it too 
should be as near daylighting 
as possible. Lighting fixtures 
should be concealed. 
| $teel and glass have more 
open spaces possible, Wright 
says, enabling building to go be- 
yond the traditional “box” room 
effects. 
A house should, ordinarily, 
not have a basement, nor an at- 
tic Wrights insists.

As for the attic, Wright 
asks why waste good livable 
space. 
In either a very cold or a very 
hot climate, the overhead is 
where. insulation should be 
placed.

As for the shape or roof 
Wright says this depends in part 
on expediency and in part on 
your personal taste or knowl- 
a sg The flat roof has the ad- 
vantage in easy construction but 
the least expensive roof is the 
shed roof—the roof sloping one 
way, more or less. 
In the Usonian house, the size 
of the kitchen depends largely 
on the home-maker’s personal 
preferences. Wright believes in 
having a kitchen featured as 
the work space and a becoming 
part of the living area. Wright 
suggests making the kitchen

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Rift in the House of Moody 


62-Year-Old Woman Now Heads $400,000,000 Empire After Brother Gets Only One Dollar From Father's Will |

GALVESTON, Nov. 20. 


HE city of Galveston lies on 
T: long, narrow island and is 
connected with the mainland 


of a split personality. 

Through the center of the city 
runs a long, wide street called 
Broadway which, in spirit and 

, might be called the 
Lindell boulevard of’ Galveston. 
Along it there area lot of dark 
and brooding old mansions, half 
concealed by high fences, palm 
trees and tropical growths. None 
is darker or more given to 
brooding than one which lies 
about midway of the street. 


It is the Moody mansion, home 
for almost three quarters of a 
century of the heads of the 
House of Moody, which to South- 
ern Texas is what the House of 
Morgan used to be to New York. 
Some people claim that many 
Galvestonians, when passing the 
huge, many-gabled monstrosity 
of a house, bow their heads 
slightly. Few visitors have ever 
been inside the house. 


For many years the Moodys 
have gripped the pocketbooks of 
thousands of Galvestonians, and 
the imaginations of the rest. 
William Moody Jr., who headed 
the dyn last and built it up 
to a $400,000,000 empire, has 
been dead now since the 21st 
day of July. But even in death, 
the~ soft-spoken, hard-dealing 
man is still the subject of specu- 
lation and debate in Galveston. 

Running a close second in 
point of interest to the late ty- 
coon, whom nobody knew inti- 
mately, is his daughter; a quiet, 
62-year-old. woman who, al- 
though she has lived all her 
years in Galveston, is an even 


greater enigma than the old 


man, She is Mary Moody Nor- 
then, and into her hands have 
fallen the reins of one of the 
greatest industrial empires in 
the world. 


Third in interest is the heir- 
apparent, William L. Moody, 
All, who .until four years ago 
appeared destined to become 
the Hege lord of Galveston, as 
the heads of the House of 
Moody have been called. But 


m the 
realm. The old man stopped 
speaking to him, and when he 
died this past summer his son 
found that his share of the 
$400,000,000 was to be exactly 
one dollar. / 

“For reasons good and suffi- 
cient to myself,” the late tycoon 
said in his will, “I leave my son 
William L. Magpdy III the sum 
of one dollar.” 

Almost complete control of 
the fortune, which takes in 
some 50 corporations engaged in 
insurance, banking, cotton, 
newspapers, hotels and ranches, 
passed into the hands of Mrs. 
Northen.

HE Moody fortune was 

started almost 100 years ago 

by a graduate of the Univer- 
sity of Virginia who went to 
Texas. seeking his fortune and 
started a law firm with a tavern 
owner. who could neither read 
nor write. The man didn’t have 
many of the other qualifications, 
but he had the money to back 
the firm. 


The first William Moody 
fought in the Civil War and 


from then on he was known as - 


“Colonel” Moody. He gave u 
the practice of law and oan 


an additional 
commission.

RS. NORTHEN was one of 
four children.

He is 
remembered chiefly as the man 
who brought baseball to Galves- 
ton, for which Galveston was 
grateful. Shearn died of pneu- 
monia after a trip up north 
when it turned suddenly cold. 
The story told in Galveston is 
that Shearn, being of the thrifty 
Moody turn, didn’t want to buy 
a topcoat. 

The other Moody daughter, 
Libbie, is the wife of Texas Con- 
gressman Glark W. Thompson, 
She inherited only $200,000 by 
the terms of her father’s will, 
but has given no indication that 
she was dissatisfied with the 
amount. 

Then there is Willie the Third, 
as he is generally called, even 
though he is 60 years old him- 
self. Around him hovers another 
puzzling aspect of the Moody 
story. Two unanswered questions 
have been bothering Galveston- 
jans for some time. The first 
one, why was Willie fired? The 
second one, why was Willie cut 
off with only a dollar? 

Of course the Moody will, it 
might be pointed out in passing, 
surprised quite a few people 
and institutions, among them 
the Methodist Church which he 
regularly attended. For a good 
many years Moody had hoped 
that the church would be 
named the Moody Methodist 
Church. Some years back he 
gave the church some huge pil- 
lars from a building which was 
being wrecked, with a hint that 
the name change might come 
with the gift. The church was 
in a far position, because 
it didn't want to change the 
name, neither did it want the 
pillars. The pillars theniselves 
saved the situation by crum- 
bling. ‘The good people of the 
church had hoped that the 
Moody will would leave enough 
for a brand new church. But 
the will left only enough to the 
church to buy a Moody memo- 
rial window, 


Willie the Third, unlike his 
father, believed money should 
be spent. In spite of this, his 
father groomed him from boy- 
hood as his successor and for 
many years, off and on, he filled 
the role. Willie is a little bit- 
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ter about the turn things have 
taken. | 


“I had only the equivalent of 
a high school education,” he 
said, “and I started to work for 
my father when I was 13.” 


When Willie was 19, his fa- 
ther installed him as president 
of one of the company’s banks, 
and he achieved a lot of pub- 
licity as the world’s youngest 
bank president. 


“I was just a figurehead,” he 
now says scornfully, “and my 
salary was 40 bucks a month.”

N 1923 he went into the oil 

and gas business for himself 

and made a sizable fortune. 
But came the depression and he 
was in trouble. 


“During the depression,” he 
told reporters, “papa loaned me 
money but secured everything 
I had. Then he said I didn’t 
have enough security and fore- 
closed. Later he paid himself 
the principal and interest on the 
loans he had made me at 8 per 
cent — and kept the surplus. 
Mary Northen is just like papa.” 


One of papa’s proudest stories 
had to to do with the time he 
was closing a half-million dollar 
deal to finance a hotel. Moody 
owned, among other things, the 
Rex laundry. Its rival was the 
Model laundry, with which the 
hotel had always done business. 
After the attorney for the hotel 
signed the papers, Moody picked 
up the pen. “By the way,” he 
said, “who's going to do your 
laundry?” The lawyer said he 
assumed the Model would as 
usual. Moody put down the pen 
and the fixed the lawyer with 
his steely eye. 


“Don't you think we can get 
the Rex to do it?” he said 
gently. The lawyer squirmed 
amd agreed they probably 
could. 


“That,” Moody told a friend 
later, “is what you call picking 
up the crumbs from under the 
table.” 

After brother Shearn’s death 
in 1936, Willie’s father asked 
him to come back into the ore 
ganization. He did. «He was 
made president of one corpora- 
tion and director of several 
others. But his salary, he now 
reveals, was only $15,000 a year, 
a figure in keeping with the 
Moody wage scale. To illustrate 
the old man's approach to 
money, they tell about the time 
he sent his chaffeur, Enoch, into 
a sporting goods store to get 
some fishing sinkers. The sink- 
ers were two for a nickel. Enoch 
went out to the car and came 
back. Mr. Moody wouldn't pay 
that, he said, because he knew 
a place where he could get them 
three for a nickel. 


Willie the Third just didn’t 
like to pick up crumbs. He 
ventured into various lines af 
business again, without consult- 
ing papa, and prospered. This, 
Galvestonians agree, was the 
beginning of the end. But one 
of the gravest sins was the way 
Willie the Third lived. He built 
himself a handsome, modern 
home and spent money and en- 
joyed doing it. 


“I'm the first Moody that’s 
had any fun spending money 
for a hundred years,” he told 
people. :

N KEEPING with his frugal- 
| iv. the elder Moody neither 

smoked, drank nor gambled. 
But he didn’t care who did. He 
had good reason for not passing 
judgment on the morals of Gal- 
vestonians and visiting tourists,, 
What Moody and a few oth 
families around town don’t o 
the Maceos do, and the Ma 
are the kingpins of Galveston's 
gambling and drinking business, 
which is considerable. Moody 
made loans to the Maceo syndi- 
cate. The syndicate made Gale 
veston attractive to a lot of tour- 
ists. And a lot of tourists made 
money for the Moody hotels, the 
largest on the beach. Moody and 
the late Sam Maceo had an un- 
derstanding which came about 
when Maceo started to build a 
hotel. Moody warned him he 
would break him, and suggested 
Maceo stay on his side of the 
beach and he, Moody, would stay 
on the other side. The Kefauver 
committee revealed that the Ma- 
ceos made $3,500,000 in 1950. 

Although the destinies of Gal 
veston and the Moodys have 
been tied together for more 
than a century, it would be 
hard to find a city and a family 
with as little regard for one 
another. When Moody died, the 
man on the street didn’t mourn,

These are some of the con- 
clusions of W. Clark Ellzey, pro- 
fessor in the Department of 


ideas in a book, “How to Keep 
Romance in Your Marriage.” 
(Association Press.) 

At first glance, Dr. Ellzey, 
who is an ordained Methodist 
clergyman, a member of the 
Association of Marriage Coun- 
selors, and a happy married 
family man and father, might 
seem somewhat cynical in com- 
parison with standard ideas on 
romance. He contends that 
there is no such thing as a “soul 
mate,” the one person with 
whom one can find happiness; 
that a man or woman may love 
two or three persons equally or, 
in fact, at the same time, and 
that love alone is not a very 
good reason for marriage. 

This, however, is his way of 
clearing out the underbrush in 
the romantic mind before he 
gives sound specific directions 
for keeping romance intact. 

Successful marriage, he says, 
depends on “ood selection and 
fair achievement ith” mniakizng 
those adjustments required by 
the differences brought to the 
marriage by the men and wom- 
en who enter it. 

“Marriages may be ‘made in 
heaven,’” he writes, “but they 
are actually built down here on 
earth out of human resources 
sone a little short of heaven- 
y.” 

ee ae 
NE of the things which de- 
() siroys romance in marriage 

is immaturity, and one of 
the main signs of immaturity is 
self-centeredness. The service- 
man who sent his fiancee an 
ultimatum demanding that she 
marry him immediately or break 
their engagement, the married 
man who sat down and recount- 
ed to the counselor the ways in 
which his wife made him unhap- 
py, both were guilty of thinking 
of self first. Real love takes the 
other person into consideration. 
Love which is “grown up 
enough for marriage” gives con- 
scious attention to meeting the 
other person's needs. 

“The old idea that marriage 
is a 50-50 proposition is mis- 
leading,” says Dr. Elizey. “In 
most marriages, somebody has 
to make it 60-40 now and then, 
or 90-10. Sometimes it has to 
be 101-0. 

“The people who are constant- 
ly watching to see whether the 
other one is delivering his full 
50 per cent and being very care- 
ful to supply his own but no 
more, are likely to miss the real 
wonder of romance.” 

There are plenty of pitfalls 


even in good marriages. In-laws 
are among them, although Dr. 
Elizey points out that, “Much 
in-law trouble could be avoided 
if relatives acted toward each 
other as if they were not rela- 
tives.” 


He suggests that the pair mar- 
rying use the same technique 
of courtship on winning their 
relatives that they used on win- 
ning each other to make for 
happier family relationships. 

*® * * 
OT all the in-law adjustment 
should be made by the 
younger people, he adds. 

“The main job of parents is 
to make themselves useless as 
parents,” in other words to let 
their children go. To insist that 
they..remain ‘children is to con- 
fess, failure in parenthood. 

“The changing role of handling 
finances in families also can lead 
to trouble. In olden days, great- 
grandfather controlled the purse 
strings, doled out the money, 
made decisions as to how it 
would be spent, and occupied a 
throne in the “economic autoc- 
racy called the patriarchal fam- 
ily.” Today, “Only a woman who 
feels inferior and is happy to be 
subservient can find romance 
with such a man.” 


In most marriages, women 
manage a large portion of the 
money and in approximately one- 
third of all our families, women 
manage all the money whether 
they contribute toward family in- 
come or not. 

Some marriages go on the 
rocks because there isn’t enough 
money and couples fall into what 
Dr. Ellzey calls the “money 
traps” of charge accounts and 
installment buying. Most happy 
couples have a businesslike ap- 
proach to money matters, and, 
says Dr. Elizey, where good man- 
agement exists, one finds books 
and records, filing equipment, 
and people who know how to use 
these facilities. Love grows 
strongest, he says, “when it rests 
on a balanced budget.” 

Another common pitfall, the 
eternal triangle, is dealt with in 
a common-sense fashion, too, by 
counselor Elizey. It might be lik- 
ened, he says, to a man walking 
by a bakery at 11:30 in the morn- 
ing and almost swooning at the 
tantalizing aromas. After lunch, 
he walks by and doesn’t even

notice it. Its allure is only notice- 
able when he’s hungry and sus- 
ceptible. There are other hungers 
than food hungers which may 
cause a similar situation. 

The man who says his wife 
doesn’t understand him may 
mean literally that. The woman 
whose husband is too busy to ad- 
mire and adore her and feed the 
hunger of her ego may have to 
“fight herself, some handsome 
wolf, or some other woman's 
hungry husband to keep the tri- 
angle-out of her marriage.” The 
best safeguard against a third 
person, Dr. Ellzey maintains, is 
the achievement of mutually sat- 
isfying relationships within the 
marriage. 

“Romantic indigestion is the 
price for: satisfying: hungers out- 
side of marriage.” 

On the other hand, “Those 
who suppose that either heav- 
en or the law will hand them 
guaranteed protection against 
outside threat along with a 
wedding certificate may be in 
for a rude awakening from that 
romantic dream.” 

Often, people pay too much 
attention to their everyday du- 
ties in marriage and not enough 
to the little extras. A husband 
may “expect a wife to see his 
expressions of love in tons of 
coal he buys for the furnace or 
the beefsteak he brings for din- 
ner,” when she wants to see it 
in his eyes.

HUSBAND who has no 
A compiaint about his wife's 

home economics skills may 
be a veritable powder keg “wait- 
ing for a blond feminine match 
to strike fire.’”’ One of the most 
disturbing facts about our rela- 
tionship is that no one person 
can ever completely satisfy the 
needs of another individual, so 
that all of us end up with some 
lack of satisfactions. We must 
depend on integrity and charac- 
ter to prevent the eternal 
triangle in some instances. But 
then, romance “is for maturing 
adults and one sign of maturity 
is moral integrity.” The all-im- 
portant thing is not that you may 
fall in love with someone else 
after your’ marriage, but what 
you do about it. 

There aré other kinds of peo- 
ple who are hard to live with, 
besides the frivolous spender or 
the perennially unfaithful. “Jeal-

OMORROW I should see 
T land! Many times, while 

crossing the vast emptiness 
of the Pacific, I had wondered 
what they would be like: The 
first land and. the first Voices. 
. - « Now at least one of these 
events was almost here. Since 
leaving Peru on the 6400-mile 
voyage to Samoa, it would be 
the first land I’d seen in 88 days. 


Sailing to Flint Island had not 
been part of my plan. Alone on 
my raft, I had carefully moved 
well south of the Galapagos 
Islands off the coast of South 
America, and then 100 miles or 
more north of the Marquesas 
Islands, at the 4300-mile mark 
on my voyage. To me, islands 
represented danger—the peril of 
coral reefs which could break 
the Seven Little Sisters to 
pieces, and perhaps maroon me. 
Besides, Flint, my charts showed, 
was only an uninhabited speck 
in the vast ocean. 


But I had been moving stead- 
ily toward Flint in spite of my- 
self. Since taking a southwest- 
erly course after passing the 
Marquesas, I had run into fre- 
quent calms. While the sultry 
air oppressed me and the raft 
snapped back and forth in the 
dead swells, I moved at the 
mercy of the south Equatorial 
current—the Humboldt current 
had been left far behind by now 
—and traveled only about 10 
miles in a whole day. In this 
way, Flint had come into my 
path,

1 changed course a little 
more.

I didn’t want to get wet 
again. 


Meekie didn’t mind water and 
stayed outdoors even in the 
heavy rains that fell during the 
last days of my journey. A dous- 
ing meant so little to her that’ 
she often raced me for the fly- 
ing fish that landed on deck 
and, when she won, took her 
prize down below to the big 
balsa logs between which the 
water constantly rose. 


As Meekie was my constant 
companion, Eekie was my source 
of amusement. Well fed with 
corn and rice, Eekie was a mas- 
ter comedian. 


While Eekie and Meekie bore 
names which were the Spanish 
versions of Ike and Mike, there 
was no humor between the two.

S there life like.ourg on other 
[ pianets somewhere in the 

starry universe? | 

For ages men have wondered. 
Now from astronomers comes 
reason to say, “yes, probably.” 

“We are not alone,” in the 
universe, says Dr. Harlow Shap- 
ley, famed Harvard University 
astronomer, for probably there 
are 100,000,000 planets which 


~eould support life in high forms. 
_He has made what he calls a 


skeptical or low estimate, this 
way: 


-.»-Qur sun is a star, and it has 
‘planets. You can't assume every 
-sun or star has planets. So, on 
_ the safe side, assume that only 


one in every million stars has 
any planet or family of planets. 
Next, assume that only one 
of every thousand of all these 
families of planets has one 
planet with the right conditions 
to support life. That means not 
being too close or too far from 
its sun, having the ‘right kind 
of orbit and rotation, and of 
course an atmosphere. 
+. * + 
So now you're assuming 
only one in every billion stars 
could have the kind of planet 
to support life, Then suppose 
that life actually develops to 
high forms on only one in 
every thousand of those. That’s 
saying there could be life like 
ours or pretty high forms, or 
even higher forms, for only 
one of every one thousand bil- 
lion stars in the universe. 
Well, there are still enough 
stars so there would be 100,- 
000,000 of the suitable planets. 


eae ee 

OUR SUN AND EARTH are 
part of a huge family or galaxy 
of stars, the milky way, esti- 
mated to contain 100 billion 
stars. There are literally billions 
of other milky ways or galaxies, 
each with billions of stars. 

The indications are that “the 
life phenomenom is widespread 
and of cosmic significance,” Dr. 
Shapley has written. And, he 
adds, there’s no reason to as- 
sume that man or the animals 
or birds on earth “are the best 
that biochemistry and star shine” 
can produce. 

Space travel may someday 
permit us to visit other planets 
in our own solar system to see 
if there is life on Mars, or else- 
where. 

But to learn whether other 
stars have planets like ours, or 
planets with life on them, is 
quite another thing. 


x * *& 

Present techniques {n as- 
tronomy can’t answer whether 
nearby stars have planets of 
about the earth’s size. The 
stars are too bright, and any 
small pull by planets on their 
motions is difficult to measure. 
But evidence has been found 
for a huge planet circling 
around a star, named 61 Cygni, 
which is about 11 light years 
away.

Took Five Years 
To Photograph

FTER seeing Walt Disney’s 
A newest true-life adventure 

movie, “The Vanishing Prai- 
rie,” almost everyone will won- 
der: “How did they get the pic- 
tures?” The answer—20 natur- 
alist photographers spent five 
years taking the photographs. 

Photographing “The Vanish- 
ing Prairie” (soon to open in St. 
Louis) required a combination 
of technique, courage and infi- 
nite patience. For example, pho- 
tographer Tom McHugh spent 
almost two years filming the 
life story of the surviving bands 
of buffalo. 

His best shots were taken 
when he adopted an old Indian 
trick of wearing a buffalo hide 
and creeping into the herd on 
all fours to get closeups. 


McHugh, who is now in the 
Arctic photographing a new se- 
ries, wrote a letter to the Dis- 
ney home office telling of his 
experience. 

“The first reaction-from the 
buffalo was one of hesitating 
flight,” he wrote. 

“When I got to within 40 feet 
of some of them, they moved 
away a few feet but continually 
looked back. Within 10 minutes 
they got used to me and treated 


me as one of their own. 


“Crawling under the hide is 
not a comfortable way to photo- 
graph buffalo. With the hide 
over my face I was unable to 
see where I waa going and had 
to pause a few times to pull 
cactus from the palms of my 
hands. 


“On one such occasion I no- 
ticed a 4-year-old bull circling 
me at a distance of 20 feet. His 
tail was up in the air—signal 
of the charge—and he was eye- 
ing me suspiciously. He moved 
to within 15 feet and I began to 
feel mighty unsafe. I raised the 
hide in his direction so he could 
see it was only me. 

“Another old bull who had 
been bellowing began to look 
directly at me, so I retreated a 
little. His looks almost pierced 
my buffalo hide. As an experi- 
ment I grated my vocal cords 
and gave forth with a guttural 
roar that somewhat imitated the 
bellow of a bull. 

* *« ¢€ 

“No sooner had I issued my 
challenge than a fairly long, 
genuine bellow came forth about 
40 feet in front of me. Two 
cows moved out of the way, and 
the old bull advanced a few feet 
toward me bel owing, We stared 
at each other a moment and I 
beat a very hasty retreat trying 
not to trip over my buffalo hide 
while backing up.”

One of the most startling 
scenes of the film shows a buf- 
falo calf being born. Photog- 
rapher Simon tried many times 
to photograph such a sequence, 
but failed. Luck was with him 
one May afternoon and he spot- 
ted a cow who was obviously 
approaching parturition. He kept 
her in sight until the event oc- 
curred. 


Less than half an hour after 
the birth Tom McHugh took 


over and kept his ‘long-range 
camera on the new-born bison, 
continuing the pictorial story of 
the new life. 

The only sequences in the 
film which were not actually 
photographed in the field, but 

were “controlled,” are those 
showing the underground tunnel 
homes of prairie dogs. 

Because it is impossible to get 
into the tunnels with a camera, a 
set was built with the help of 
the Yellowstone’ National Park 
peop ple. The tunnels were 
“sliced” in half with a wall of 
dark glass for one side which 
concealed the cameras.

This leaves the 
Prime Minister with 172 sup- 
porters among 265 Commons 
members. 

Cabinet Minister Wins. 

The only contest that mat- 
tered to the Government in this 
election was to fill six vacancies 
in the House in Montreal. In the 
west end riding of St. Antoine- 
Westmount, St. Laurent’s recent- 
ly-appointed Transport Minister 
Marler was seeking election. 

Under the Canadian system a 
cabinet minister must have a 
parliamentary seat. Defeat of 
a cabinet member is considered 
a blow to government prestige. 
Marler won over Conservative, 
Socialist, Communist and Inde- 
pendent candidates. 

Conservative leader George | 
Drew, who heads Canada’s sec- 
ond largest political party with 
54 seats in Commons, held his 
own. His party kept the one seat 
at stake and after the elections | 
Drew hailed the outcome as a 
sign of better times ahead for 
his party. It had captured 10 
per cent more votes than at the 
last general election. 

Reds, Socialists Drop. 

The Conservative vote was up 
on the strength of the good 
showing made by its candidate 
in the St. Lawrence snsied 
county of Stormont. Stormont’s | 
former member, Chevrier, was | 
formerly minister of transport. 
He was one Liberal who talked 
much about the big canal which } 
starts at Cornwall on the Ca- 
nadian side of the river as an 
“all-Canadian seaway.”

NE OF THE MINOR problems of wedlock 

—a state of companionship so called

NCLE SAM, THAT inveterate collector of sur- 
plus merchandise, is cleaning house again. In 
a gigantic rummage sale, code-named “Opera- 
tion Cleansweep,” $8 billion worth of items is 


moving from Government warehouses into the hands — 


of private citizens at a fraction of the original cost. 

Anyone willing to take the trouble to shop Uncle 
Sam’s general store can get fabulous bargains. 

What's for sale? The only answer is “A lot of every- 
thing.” You have over 4,000,000 items to select from, 
ranging from tennis balls to monkey wrenches, from 
fiddles and trumpets to bulldozers and X-ray machines, 
from grass seed and feathers to acres of heavy ma- 
chine tools. 

How would you like to buy a White House auto- 
mobile? Or an old lighthouse in some secluded inlet? 
Or a Rocky Mountain hideaway with a view of more 
than three dozen peaks? 

You can stock up on tools, tires, shoes, boats, clocks, 
rope, radios, clothing, engines, tractors, photographic 
equipment, medical and dental supplies or building 
‘materials. You can find bargain-basement buys in live 
animals, growing trees or ice cream mixers. You can 
bid for factories, distilleries, land tracts, plane hangars, 
jails—even a slightly used naval base. 

These are only a few of the bargains going on the 
auction block at hundreds of military bases through- 
out the nation. Or, in the case of real estate, you can 
make a deal with Uncle Sam's housekeeper, General 
Services Administration. 
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A few auctions already have been held; the next big 
one is scheduled December 7 and 8 at Fort Hueneme, 
Calif. Sales should continue another two years before 
all the warehouses are cleared out. 

How did these unneeded supplies accumulate? First, 
the military always insists on having too much rather 
than too little when it fights a war. Then, quick-chang- 
ing military tactics make the tools of war grow obso- 
lete fast. 


lt Pays to Take a Loss 


ECAUSE OF these factors, the Government at the 
end of the Korean war found itself loaded with 
hundreds of acres of surplus supplies. And sell- 

ing unwanted things off—even at an average of 85 to 
90 per cent below original cost—is good business, be- 
cause it costs the Government $30,000 to store each 
million dollars’ worth of goods for a single year. 

This vast storehouse of consumer goods is sold at 
military bases by two methods—auction sales and 
spot-bid sales. Naturally, persons willing to buy in 
large quantities are likely to get the better break. But 
Ralph Spencer, Government sales manager behind the 
operation, encourages depots to break the goods down 
into as small lots as practical. He also insists that the 
auctioneers accede to any request to reduce a specific 
lot further. 

“We can’t waste money selling individual fish hooks, 
or we'd be spending dollars to make pennies,” ex- 
plains Spencer, who runs the Defense Department's 


disposal division. But he tries to keep a delicate bal- 
ance between the economy of volume sales and the 
right of individuals to bid on Government property. 

Spot-bid sales, which generally are shunned by big 
operators because of the small quantities involved, 
are the most rewarding to individual buyers. You 
simply show up on the day of the sale, inspect the 
goods and submit a written bid. If your bid is high, 
you pay up and walk away with your purchase. 

But there are two ways individuals also can pick 
up bargains at the big auction sales. 

First, you can team up with your friends as a pur- 
chasing club. Veterans’ organizations, sports clubs and 
social groups, bidding as a unit, can compete with the 
volume buyers. For example, a tennis club recently 
walked off with 2,100 tennis balls, still sealed in their 
cans, for $400. 

Second, you can pick up real bargains by watching 
who buys what at an auction. If you need a spyglass, 
for instance, you might see a retailer buy a thousand 
of them. On the spot, you could probably make a quick 
purchase at a low price. 

For an idea of the bargains to be had, glance 
through this random list of purchases at recent sales: 
@ One firm bought 450 used typewriters for only 
$2,300, or about $5.10 each. : | 
@ A batch of Diesel engine parts, worth $18,000, was 
sold to the high bidder for $900. 


@ Cases of fishing equipment, including 120,000 
hooks, cost the buyer only $700. 


@ A Johnston, R. I., sports promoter purchased a 
complete boxing ring for $160. 

@ A new Johnson outboard motor with tool chest 
went for $45. A 115-horsepower Chris Craft marine 
engine cost $140. 

@ A beach club with the problem of illuminating an 
area for night swimming bought a $36,000 searchlight, 
complete with motor and generator, for $1,000. 

Sound worthwhile? If you want to get in on the 
bargains, the first step is to get yourself placed on one 
or more bidders’ lists. (Read the instructions in the 
box below on how to go about it.) 

But there’s one item you won’t find on the bidders’ 
lists—White House cars. These sell for $700 below list 
price at the end of a year’s use. And you can be sure 
they are in tiptop condition, because each manufac- 
turer keeps a full-time representative in the White 
House garage to service them. Generally, they have 
run less than 6,000 miles. 

The presidential limousines are difficult to acquire.

They in- 
clude two Cadillacs, two Chryslers, two Lincolns and 
one Packard. A prospective buyer for one of these 
cars must be investigated and approved by the manu- 
facturer’s front office. 

It’s not quite so difficult, however, to buy one of 
the 25 medium-priced cars used by White House aides. 
The trick is to be first in line when one is turned in. 
All of the used White House cars are resold through 
the manufacturer’s Washington sales office. 

But if it’s real estate that intrigues you,. just the 
sound of some of the property GSA is about to sell 
will be enough to set you dreaming. 


For instance, the Government soon will offer a 


20-acre tract in Colorado’s scenic Estes Park. Located 
7,522 feet above sea level, the land has a view of 
no less than 42 mountain peaks. 

Or Uncle Sam will help you find seclusion by sell- 
ing you any one of a dozen lighthouses, including 
the Waackaack Light at Keansburg, N.J., or the 
Nausset Beach Light Station at Eastham, Mass. You 
also can buy the Crane Pond Wildlife Refuge at 
Groveland, Mass., a farm at Yelm, Wash., or vacant 
lots in Watervliet, N. Y., and Manchester, N. H. 


At Las Vegas, Nev., there’s a magnesium-mining 
claim up for sale, and at LaGuardia Field, New York 
City, you can pick up Seaplane Hangar No. 2. If 
you'll remove it, you can buy for a song the old fed- 
eral jail at Anchorage, Alaska. 

There are for sale some 56 idle industrial plants, 
store buildings, ordnance works, hospitals, airports, 
oil and gas leases, housing projects, reservoirs, water 


and drainage systems, quarantine stations, shipyards | 


and weather stations. Also a fully equipped distillery, 
built by the RaCRRRETUCRON Finance Corp. for 
$6,461,000. i 

- In Painesville, O., another plant is set up to produce 
beryllium, the rare substance used in metal alloys. 
You can get the 2'-acre plant site, complete with 
$441,000 worth of facilities, at a bargain. 

A possible hotel site will be available soon at Apple- 
dore Island, Me., when the Isle of Sholes Lifebeat 
Station goes up for sale. 


Home Sites, Too 


FALUABLE LOTS for home builders will soon be 
WV ivaitabie on Puget Sound near Port Townsend,

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The Sky’s the Limit in 
Texas Schoolboy Football 


Every town wants a winner—and spends to get it

BRECKENRIDGE, TEX. 

N FRIDAY NIGHTS this fall, when 

the Breckenridge High School 

football team plays away from 

home, autos begin queucing up 

outside the Corral Drive-In Theater in 

the early evening. By 8 o'clock the 

theater is jammed full, doing its biggest 
business of the week at $1 a head. . 

But it’s not a movie that attracts the 

crowd; the screen is dark. Instead, peo- 

ple sit in their cars glued to the car 

speakers. Via special hookup, they hear 

a play-by-play of the Breckenridge 

game. Every Buckaroo touchdown is 

greeted by a raucous serenade of cow- 


_ boy whoops and auto horns. 


The enterprising drive-in owner has 
capitalized on two big advantages: the 
town’s only radio station signs off at 
sunset, and no true fan could sleep 
without knowing whether the Buck- 
aroos won. For Breckenridge—popu- 
lation 7,100—is typical of a state swept 
by football mania. Like the rest of 
Texas, this sun-baked oil-and-cattle 
town 100 miles west of Fort Worth is 
bitten in mid-August and doesn’t re- 
cover until Christmas. Buckaroo fans 
give the impression that everything 
else—their 935 producing oil wells, their 
multimillion-dollar herds of white- 
faced cattle—is just a pastime designed

to occupy them between football games. 

Other states play high-school foot- 
ball, but Texas has more of it: 895 
teams, 40,000 players and, in an aver- 
age year, 6 million fans paying to sec 
their schoolboy favorites. A major rea- 
son is the state’s sprawling topography, 
which forces fans from a huge area to 
focus on one team. The Buckaroos 
draw cash customers from 25 to 30 
miles away; in the East, by contrast, 
there might be a half-dozen other teams 
in the same radius. ; 

Breckenridge’s schedule this fall is an 
example. The Buckaroos’ nearest road 
game was at Abilene, 60 miles away. 
Next was Wichita Falls, 98 miles; and 
four other games were more than 100 
miles distant. One visiting team, Plain- 
view, traveled 252 miles. Add to this 
layout the well-known Texan flair for 
doing things bigger and better, and 
you get the Texas football phenom- 
enon. 

By Texas standards, those Brecken- 
ridge rooters who flock to the Corral 
Drive-In are just lukewarm. A dyed- 
in-the-wool fan follows the team 
wherever it goes, everi if it means a 
222-mile hop-skip-and-jump to Level- 
land. Breckenridge’s millionaires go by 
private plane. Oil firms put their com- 
pany planes into service, loading up 
with executives, employes and cus- 
tomers. The fan who has no plane may 
pile into the family car and drive, often 
making a 500-mile round trip. - 

Texans back their favorites with 
money, too. In Breckenridge, before a 
home game, wealthy fans gather in the 
lobby of the Burch Hotel and match 
bankrolls. It’s not unusual to see $1,000 
bet on Breckenridge. (In Dallas last 
year, one man dropped $50,000 betting 
on his pet schoolboys.) High-school 
football even has attracted professional 
gamblers; there’s a statewide “line” 
setting the point spread on every big 
game in Texas. 

This largesse extends to coaching 
salaries. Breckenridge’s Joe Kerbel, 
wooed away from Cleveland, Okia., 
after an excellent record there, draws 
$7,500 a year. In the largest confer- 


et it 


ence (the Buckaroos are in the second 


highest of six, based on school enroll- 
ment) salaries may run as high as 
$10,000. After a winning season, the 
townsfolk often chip in to give the 
coach a bonus of a couple of thousand 
more. 

This is the way it pays.off: in the 
two years that Kerbel, a 33-year-old 
ex-guard from Oklahoma University, 
has coached Breckenridge, the team 
has grossed $132,417, playing before 
118,542 fans. In the past 16 years, 
Breckenridge has failed just once to

win or tie for its conference champion- 
ship. In 1951, under Cooper Robbins 
(later coach at Texas A. & M.), and 
in 1952, under Kerbel, it was state con- 
ference champion. This gives Kerbel a 
lofty record to shoot at; this year, fans 
began talking state championship be- 
fore the season opened, and the pres- 
sure increased as the team rolled up 
more than 35 points in each of its 

warmup games. 
For his $7,500, Kerbel has a 16- 
hour-a-day, year-round job. He attends

Every week, a fresh frenzy builds up 


college practice sessions in the spring 
(next year, he will watch Notre Dame), 
coaching clinics in the summer. (His 
split-T offense is patterned after the 
system used by Clarence “Bud” Wilkin- 
son at Oklahoma.) There are long 
hours spent poring over scouting re- 
ports, reviewing game movies, mapping 
strategy with his staff in order to meet 
the demand for a winner. In addition, 
he must be a good-will man; from 
August to December, the football coach 
is a Texas town’s No. 1 citizen—so 
long as he’s winning. 

> So far as the town is concerned, 
the weekly frenzy begins building up 
Tuesday night, when Kerbel faces the 
Quarterback Club in the school audi- 
torium. The 150 members are avid 
rooters and shrewd second-guessers. 
Kerbel shows movies of the previous 
game, stopping the film frequently to 
point out and explain key plays. After

the film comes a question-and-answer 
period; often there are some thorny 
questions about Kerbel strategy. One of 
the assistants reads a scouting report. 

Football occupies the spotlight dur- 
ing the week, too. Each of the three 
grade schools and the junior high has 
its own team. On week nights, they 
play in the stadium. All the junior 
squads use the varsity’s split-T system, 
so that a player is well grounded in it 
by the time he reaches high school. 
Much of Breckenridge’s success traces 
to this training system. - 

Friday is almost completely given 
over to hoopla. Banners—“Beat Abi- 
lene”—are strung around town. There’s 
a parade and a snake dance through 
the streets; all traffic stops, but on Foot- 
ball Day nobody cares much. 

If the game is out of town, the team 

boards an air-conditioned Greyhound 
bus shortly after noon. A caravan of 
fans falls in behind the bus for the trip. 
Usually, Breckenridge is allotted 1,500 
tickets for a road game. These seldom 
last out the first day of sale. Many fans 
make the trip anyway, hoping to pick 
up standing room. 
_ How do the teen-age players react 
to all this whoopdedoo? The answer 
seems to be: they eat it up. Texas is 
proud of its home-grown football 
heroes, like Sam Baugh and Doak 
Walker. Practically every schoolboy 
wants to imitate them. 

One of Breckenridge’s stars this year 
has been Tommy Beasley, who lives 
12 miles from town on an oil lease. He 
is reckoned as an all-state end candi- 
date, but he gave Kerbel some sleepless 
nights last summer when he took a cow- _ 
punching job at Nail Ranch. Kerbel 
was afraid riding would tie up Tommy's 
leg muscles, and asked his star to quit. 

Tommy did. After all, in Brecken- 
ridge football comes first. a

We met in 1938. Ezio was one of the

two years I kept refusing his offers to take 
me to lunch or dinner because my father 
met me after every performance and had 
made me promise not to go out with what 
he called “backstage Bohemians.” 

Finally I brought him home to dinner 
and he proposed after the coffee was 
served. The very next day he bought a 
little speedboat which gave him the ex- 
cuse for taking a room at the Larchmont 
Shore Club near our home. That way he 
knew he would see much more of me—and 
he did. I capitulated when he told me, 
“You know I haven't been following you 
around and asking you to go out with me 
for two years and being so patient with- 
out being serious!”

it back again just as easily. When he is 
irritated, everybody knows it. He starts 
talking in Italian. He’s got two or three 
pet phrases — one begins porca miseria, 
which I take to mean “miserable pig.” 
When he’s really angry, he simply sputters 
in Italian and is completely unintelligible 
~—which is perhaps just as well. 

Everyone is surprised at Ezio’s 
health and vitality, especially since he 
doesn't exercise, take long walks or play 
outdoor games. He does absolutely noth- 
.« ing to keep fit; he just stays fit.(It wasn't 
always like this. 

When we were married, Ezio, like so 
many opera singers, was desperately 
afraid of catching cold. He wore long- 
sleeved woolen undershirts and sweaters. 
When we took a walk, he would put on 
a sweater and a heavy muffler beneath 
his overcoat, rub a linament salve on his 
forehead and pull his hat down to his

eyebrows. Then, after the briefest stroll, 
he would come in dripping with perspira- 
tion.

I also had to wrestle with the problem 
of sleeping with the windows open, which 
Ezio hated. I finally told him I just 
couldn't breathe, and he was very co- 
operative...“ All right, I open the window,” 
he'd agree generously. Then he'd fling it 
up a full half-inch, lower the blinds and 
pull the draperies across. 

Now, 14 years later, he’s changed com- 
pletely. Outdoors, even in the coldest 
weather, he wears light clothing. At night, 
the bedroom is so cold that-I have to 
wear a sweater in bed! 

It was the same way with his voice. 
Today, he doesn’t do anything special 
about caring for it. He smokes a pack 
of cigarettes a day, which is a lot for a

The Nation’s No. 1 Killer —

bring you face to face with America’s 

No. | killer, which last year alone 
took an estimated 370,000 lives. 

Doctors have a complicated name for 
it: arteriosclerosis. Laymen know it, per- 
haps too simply, as “hardening of the 
arteries.” Either way, it adds up to the 
same thing: a form of heart disease, the 
greatest enemy to public health. 

Because most people know little about 
arteriosclerosis, the American Heart As- 
sociation has just released a film* telling 
what it is, what it does and what is being 
done to combat it. The film is now being 
distributed throughout the U. S. 

The photos above, showing blood cells 
clotting in a diseased blood vessel, and 
those at right, showing arteriosclerosis in 
advancing stages, are taken from the film. 
They are rare pictures and they tell an 
amazing story. 


There are two great arteries carrying 


blood to the heart, nature’s own version of 
a perpetual-motion machine..From the two 
big arteries branch numerous smaller ones. 
When these coronary arteries are healthy, 
they are smooth, flexible canals, ranging in 
diameter from about 1/16 to 1/4 inch. 
Through them flows blood carrying oxy- 
gen, nourishment needed by the heart. 

So long as this steady flow continues, 


the heart functions smoothly. But some- 
times, over a period of years, the inner 
layer of the artery becomes thick, rough 
and irregular. This narrows the canal. 
Increasingly, the heart—and thus life itself 
—is in danger of collapse for lack of 
oxygen. : 
The photos point up this sinister de- 
velopment. Blood cells stick to the rough- 


_ ened artery wall. They literally pile up 


where the wall is damaged and begin to 


form a clot. When that happens in a

coronary artery, supplying the heart with 
blood, a heart attack’ (coronary throm- 
bosis) occurs. When the clot involves an 
artery to the brain, a “stroke” (cerebral 
thrombosis) results. 

The photos at right show how the artery 
wall gets progressively thicker, making it 
more and more difficult for blood to reach 
the heart. When this happens, without the 
presence of a clot, the patient is said to 
have “coronary artery disease.” 

One bout with either of these heart ail- 
ments may not be fatal. As a matter of 
fact, 77 per cent of all heart-attack cases 
survive the first attack. Drugs, to help 
whatever healthy. arteries there are to 
“work overtime,” and other forms of treat- 
ment account for that high percentage. 
But, unfortunately, all such treatment 
comes after the fact, after the disease has 
revealed itself and the heart has suffered 
some damage. 

So, for centuries, medical science has 
asked: What causes those rough, clogged 
arteries? Today, doctors feel they are 
closer than ever to the answer. The key 
word seems to be another tongue-twister: 
cholesterol. 

Cholesterol is a fatty substance found 
widely in nature; even normal blood con- 
tains some. Normally, the body can handle 
this. Sometimes, however, the body's de-

Here’s how to plan and carry out your Yuletide purchasing 


without losing that essential: the joyous Yuletide spirit 


mas Eve? I hope not—because, though 
you. may get a lot of excitement out 
of last-minute scurrying around, you're likely 
to make poor gift choices and spend much 
more than you intended. : 

It’s when Christmas giving gets out of hand 
through lack of planning that we grow tense 
and irritated over something that should give 
us great pleasure. So—why. not start planning 
now? . 

The first important point is: How much do 
you want to spend for all your gifts? “Spend,” 
not “afford”—because many with lots of 
money give modest gifts, even within the family 
group. And we all know people on very limited 
budgets who, through some misconception of 
* what Christmas means, go heavily in debt to buy 
expensive gifts. 

Next, Christmas should not be a season of 
competitive giving or made so painful financially 
that parents dread its approach. We are develop- 
ing false values in our children if we allow them 
to demand, and get, things we can’t afford— 
and if in giving to our children we must, our- 
selves, do without Christmas. If there is only 
so much mopey allotted to Christmas, then gifts 
for mother and father must be included. 

-You may ask, “Just how do you explain to a 
child that Santa couldn’t bring him a bike this 
year even though Johnny next door (whose be- 
havior has been terrible) did get one?” Here is 
a usable explanation: “There are so many little 
boys and girls in the world these days that 
mother and father must help Santa. We just 
couldn’t manage a bike for you this year. But 
see, hére are the skates you wanted.” 

Children can be more realistic and reasonable 
about these things than parents imagine. I re- 
member when my oldest son wanted something 
quite expensive and really impractical and 
hounded me for it Christmas after Christmas. 
Finally We began a little bank account just for 
this objective. It took a few years to amass what 
he needed—and then, as I had expected, his 
desire was no longer imperative. He didn’t spend 
that. money; he used it to start a fund for his 
first car when he gets to college. But, remember, 
we did not destroy his dream—we let him work 

toward its realization. 

_ Christmas giving to be happiest should con- 
tribute to the joy of the giver as well as to that 
of the recipient. That is why it is fun to begin 
Christmas shopping early with a list of everyone 
to be remembered. Many busy but well-organ- 


RE you a last-minute giver? Does the spirit 
A of Christmas evade you until Christ- 


ized humans begin their Christmas shopping 
as early as August. ' 

They take advantage of sales and church fairs. - 
They browse through antique shops. They bake 
Christmas stollen and put them in the freezer 
as a welcome gift to a neighbor. They crochet, 
knit and sew their affection into countless items 
that say “Merry Christmas” most warmly of all 
when the day comes. For people value most 
what we give of ourselves and our time, _ 

But many of us have little time and often 
small talent for the domestic arts that produce 
Christmas gifts. Or think we have. I believe that 
anyone who wants to can learn some of these 
creative things. Even a career girl can make 
marmalade over a two-burner stove in a one- 
room apartment if she puts her mind to it. And 
her best beau will like it much more than a 
bargain tie picked~in desperation at the last 
minute. 

Within the family, which is better—one big 
gift or numerous small ones? A child, I have 
found, usually prefers numerous presents he can 
unwrap to one major gift into which his share 
of the Christmas funds has goné. If it is to be 
the latter, tell him beforehand that getting the 


' big gift will mean no small ones—and let him 


make a choice, if possible.

ATHER, TOO, sometimes feels left out of the

_ the baby, should remember both father and 


mother with gifts beneath the tree. And children 
as early as possible should make their own gift 
selections for other members of the family with 
the portion of the budget allowed for their own 
giving—or from their own savings.
